Humphreys * criminal record reflects a score -of arrests . 
dating from 1916, ranging from income tax evasion to robbery. 

Be has a conviction on burglary and income tax charges. 


Be was a top member of the A1 Capone mob during the 
early 1920 *s and became a leader of the Chicago underworld in the 
aid 1930’s. He is a ranking member of the hoodlum . hierarchy of 
Chicago and rated the, brainiest member of the gang. 'Be -has- - 
contacts in the ranks of local and state pollceandcoanectlohs 
with 0.
